extremes of its changes. At present we are having real summer 
weather, with high temperatures, but on Monday and Tuesday 
just passed there was severe white frost in Maryland, especially 
in the western sections. It is hardly conceivable that tomatoes, 
that is, the fruit as well as the vines, could stand these night 
frosts that come, and it must be very exasperating to growers to 
see heavy profits steadily disappearing under these unkindly 
circumstances. It is, however, only in keeping with the charac- 
teristics of the entire season. The weather throughout the 
country, however, is quite seasonable, and it is not to be expected 
that the deficiencies in the tomato crop can be made up at this 
late day. 

We are still in receipt of communications from packers say- 
ing in some sections that there are plenty of tomatoes still on the 
vines, and if summer weather is only prolonged they will be able 
to get up a considerable part of their pack yet. But there are 
so many frosts back of the ‘‘if’’ that there will be little chance 
for the ‘‘ tinkers.’’ 

It would appear, however, as if the weather clerks are exer- 
cising special spite against the tomato growers and packers. 
Thus in the lower western part of Indiana, which is one of its 
heaviest tomato-packing sections, large areas have been deva- 
stated by hailstorms lately, utterly and permanently destroying 
the crop. Packers in those sections are already looking around 
for opportunities to purchase canned tomatoes to fill their future 
contracts, made rather early in the season, and their customers 
are living in hope that this will not be possible, and buyers are 
striving to reap a harvest of margins on the recent advances 
over the prices of futures. Quite a speculation has sprung up in 
some Western centers to get control of such carryover tomatoes 
as are still in stock from last year. At present there is a bearish 
bluff being worked by the would-be buyers to persuade the 
holders that these goods are certain to be lower in price, the 
effort being made upon the Mississippi river and Missouri river 
points to buy up holdings at 75c. 
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The quotations of g5c. to $1.00 for tomatoes in Baltimore 
from last week’s report have, however, directed the attention of 
the whole country to this city and those prices, and holders will 
be very wary of passing out goods at sacrifice figures. Nearly 
all the reports that come in now figuring that the pack is 
virtually over are to the effect that the tomato pack in general 
will amount to about 40% to 50% of an average pack. In this 
city and this section canned tomatoes are very slightly lower on 
the highest quotations of last week, owing possibly to the very 
considerable quantity of tomatoes that was sent to this market. 
The prevailing figures for standard No. are to 
No. 3 seconds, 85c. to goc.; No 2 standards, 7oc. to 75c. 

New corn is slightly lower also in this State. Standard No. 
2, county packed, is now quoted at 45c. to 60c., the 6oc. quota- 

tion applying mainly to shoepeg. Dry packed is quoted at 55c. 

to 60c. New York packers generally report that they will get 

from 40% to 75% of an expected pack. Maine will do about as 

well as New York, and the West will have about 707% to 80% of 

a full pack. New York No. 2 standard is quoted at 65c.; Maine 

at 97 to $1.10. New York quotes Maryland and Virginia 
e corn at 5734¢c. to 6oc., and Western corn at 55c. 

There has been very little change in the quotations of small 
fruits. Blueberries are becoming scarce in this market and have 
advanced and are now quoted at 

There are slight fluctuations both ways in the quotations of 
peaches. The change in values applies mostly to pies and sec- 
onds. Unpeeled pie is quoted now at 82'%c., where they were 
85c.; on the other hand, peeled pies No. 3 have advanced to 
$1.15, where they were $1.10. Gallon pies are quoted at $2.65 
to $2.75, a slight decline from last week's figures, which were 


$2.75 to $2.80. 

Reports from the oystering grounds indicate a development 
of a good crop during the fall. We quote cove oysters at 75¢. 
for 5-0z.; $1.50 for 10-0z.; joc. for 4-0z., and $1.35 for 8-oz. 


ively. 

Pineapple shows no change from previous quotations. No. 
1E. & C., 75c. to 80c., same, extra, 85c. to goc.; grated, same 
price; No. 2 E. & C., $1.00 to $1.10; No. 2 E. & C., $1.50 to 
$1.60; No. 2 grated, $1.80 to $1.90; No. 2 preserved, grated, 
$1.80 to $1.90; seconds No. 2, sliced, 7oc. to goc.; No. 3 pie, 
grated, 7oc.; grated pie gallons, $2.10. 

Salmon seems to be on the decline in all grades and all the 
quotations are from 24c. to roc. lower. A study of the quota- 
tions of that market will repay attention. 

The summing up of the pack indicates that the scarcity has 
not been as great as the packers anticipated, but the domestic 
market for this fine article is increasing every year, and that does 
much to bolster the prices. 

Interest still centres among vegetables in tomatoes. There 
is a driveling pack still going on in this region and will go slower 
every day. Inthe West the Ohio river regions, both north and 
south of that river, have gone considerably short of their require- 
ments. ‘The Missouri river region is in no better condition, and 
in most sections out there packers have cans to sell. No. 3 
canned tomatoes are quoted here by brokers at 92!4c. to 97%c. 
and $1.00; seconds at 85c.; No. 2 standards at 75c. and seconds

As the season progresses canners’ metals get more and more 
quiet and there are no changes to make in the quotations this 
week.

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New Y ork Market. 


NEw York, Sept. 27.—The closing week in the month 
shows a good record of business in nearly all lines for the month 
just closing. All the leading varieties are more active than they 
have been for some months, and they are moving on a rising 
market, which indicates that business will be good continuously. 
Most dealers have fair orders and good inquiries for goods and 
are much encouraged at the outlook. 

Sardines.—The leading packers of sardines on the Maine 
coast have signed an agreement to stop packing, which has the 
effect of cutting a month off the packing season, The object 
was to prevent further demoralization of the market. Canners 
will employ their forces during the month packing such goods as 
will be required during the late fall and early winter and in 
cleaning up their plants. The action had the desired effect and 
prices have advanced, drawn cans selling for $2.00, an advance 
of 10c. over the previous price. ‘The quotations f. 0. b. Eastport 
are: Drawn cans, quarter-oils, $2.00; standards, $2.20; key 
opening cans, $2.50; three-quarter mustards, $2.00. 

Salmon.—The reports current that prices on sockeyes had 
been cut are denied, and it is emphatically stated that the $1.50 
basis on flats and $1.35 basis on talls is being strongly main- 
tained, It is pointed out that holders are not anxious to dispose 
of their goods, inasmuch as they expect a short season in 1go06. 
A fairly active jobbing demand is reported for red Alaska at 
$1.00 to $1.05. Not much interest is shown Cohoes and Kings, 
but a fair business in Chinook halves is reported. Offerings 
from first hands are light. 

Tomatoes.—-A firm market on full standard 3s is reported, 


with packers more and more disinclined to accept anything less 
than $1.00. Complaint is heard that irresponsible interests have 
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caused some demoralization by offering off-standards and others 
as full standards at full rates. One sale was made to a leading 
packer of 8,000 cases to fill his orders at g5c., and further in- 
quiries were received from the same party, but he was particular 
as to quality, and it was difficult to buy the goods. Second 
hands are selling at g5c. and taking profits in doing it. The 
pack will be greatly reduced. The so-called syndicate, whose 
headquarters are in Philadelphia, is still buying and doesn’t let 
any stock go. 

Corn.-—A state of demoralization exists in the corn market, 
particularly in Western goods, which can be bought at 45c. to 
55¢. for fair quality, with larger orders placed at a shade below 
the inside quotation. A better quality is held at 5o0c. to 60c., 
but there isn’t much business. In Southern goods little interest 
is noted. No further accurate information regarding the pack 
has been received. 

Apples.—A strong demand for State gallon apples is re- 
ported and sales are made as high as $2.75 for spot goods. A 
price of $2.50 on 1905 pack has been made. Packers say that 
the shortage in packing sections is more serious than present 
prices indicate. 

Peaches.—A fair demand is reported and prices for jobbing 
lots are firmly held. Unpeeled pies in 3-lb. cans are quoted at 
85c. f. o. b. Baltimore, while gallons are held at $2.25 f. o. b. 
Factory. 

Pineapples.—The scarcity and high prices of apples and the 
firmness of peaches steadies the market for pineapple and keeps 
it firm, without quotable change in price. Hupson.

Reports of the Last of the Packing From Various Sec- 
tions—The Pack Up to Date—Corn 
Pack Mostly Finished. 


Tomatoes Not One-Quarter of a Crop. 
WAVERLY, VA., Sept. 25, 1905. 
THE TRADE: We pack only tomatoes, and this year only planted about 
half the usual acreage, but we have not gotten one-quarter of a crop from 
that. In fact, this year the crop was almost an entire failure. With the 
exception of this one, all the factories in this section of Virginia failed to 
open up on account of the low prices early in the year. 
Yours truly, Waverly Canning Co. 
Tomatoes 50% of an Average. 
WARSAW, VA., Sept. 27, 1905. 
THE TRADE: I pack tomatoes only, and, like nearly all in this region, 
made arrangements for only about 50% of the usual acreage. As a conse- 
quence, packers have been fighting for tomatoes, and willing to take any- 
thing that looks like atomato. But there will be many thousands of cans 
carried over into next season empty. Besides a number of canners dropped 
out this year. Growers demanded 22c to 25c. per bushel, but are getting 
16c. to 18c. per standard box, an equivalent of $5.50 to $6.50 per ton. The 
yield has not amounted to aver 40% from the acreage out.

Frost Reduces the Yield of Corn. 
BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept. 19, 1905. 

THE TRADE: Owing toa recent frost, the yield of corn is less than 
expected earlier in the season and will amount to about 60% of a full aver- 
age. Tomatoes have yielded about 40% of a full crop; simall fruits were all 
short, and apples are a very short crop as compared with last year; some 
authorities state not over 20%. : 

We pack, as you know, a very full line of goods, including corn, toma- 
toes, peas, beans, all kinds of small fruits, apples, quinces, plums and 
peaches. The yield in general from the acreage out, as we have stated, was 
slightly less than the average; on peas, for instance, did not amount to over 
45%. Our prices range for corn from $10 to $12 per ton: $8 for tomatoes; 
#30 to $50 for beans; $40 to $50 for peas, and f4o to $60 for peaches. We 
are operating the same factories as last year.

THE TRADE: We have madea very poor pack of corn, the only article 
we handle.

Corn 90% of a Full Yield and Pack. 
LEONARDSVILLE, N. Y., Sept. 25, 1905. 

THE TRADE: We confine our attention to corn, of which we had out 
about the same acreage as in 1904. We paid $9 per ton for the corn in the 
husk, and the crop is about all harvested, yielding about 90% of a full 
yield, the best we have had in four years. 

On account of the wet weather corn suckered badly, making a very 
heavy growth of stalk, but not making the ears as large or as many to the 
stalk. 

Why not discuss in your paper experiments as to the exact number of 
stalks in a stand or a hill that will produce the largest number of ears per 
hill. All growers err in a tendency to put too many stalks or rather to 
leave too many, and they will not believe that a number of stalks less than 
five will produce more corn than five or more.

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Jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 


Various Sections and Their Comments. 


Philadelphia. 

Tomatoes are unchanged, and very little interest seems to be mani- 
fested in them at the moment. The average price in packers’ hands is 95c., 
but there is considerable selling by second hands who are willing to take 
profits at 2'%4c. below the packers’ prices. Spot tomatoes are selling fairly 
well at 95c. delivered, which is about 2'%c. below the future basis. Corn is 
in fair demand, but the situation is rather weak than otherwise, as packers 
are beginning to offer their surplus at easy prices. Advices received from 
New York State during the week, however, state that a hard frost recently 
attacked the growing crop up there, and in corroboration of that a number 
of New York State packers have come into the market during the week to 
buy goods to piece out their own future sales. This, if entirely corroho- 
rated, may infuse some much-needed strength into the corn situation. 
Peas are in good inquiry, but few sales. Gallons are firm and well cleaned 
up in first hands. Peaches are slow and unchanged, Ohio packers are 
selling some pie peaches of good quality in the East to piece out the scarcity 
of Delawares. As to apples, some New York packers are in the market 
with new-packed fruit, and are willing to sell them at $2.60, as against an 
opening price of $1.95. The general line of Baltimore canned goods is un- 
changed and dull. California canned goods are also unchanged.—Gyoce77 
World. 

Boston. 


There are no new developments in the salmon market, the tone being 
firm among packers. Columbia river is in active demand, with none pro- 
curable from first hands. Sockeye is experiencing a fair call for small lots, 
Red Alaska is steady and unchanged. American sardines in quarter oil 
drawn cans are still lower, there being an excessive pack.— New /:ugland 
Grocer. 


Chicago. 

Tomatoes continue to hold the interest of everybody. The market has 
been in an excited condition, on account of the very bad crop conditions in 
the sections of the country which ordinarily pack the largest quantities of 
tomatoes. It is said now by everybody that the Eastern States, which 
usually put up over two-thirds of the total pack, will not pack this year half 
anormal output. The West also will be short. Market has advanced fur- 
ther and there is every prospect of a further’ rise in prices. Corn is un- 
changed, There will not be as large a corn pack as last year, but there will 
be no scarcity. Peas are firm and due to advance after a while... All canned 
fruits, especially peaches, are firm and in demand. Apples are higher. 
Such canned vegetables as pumpkin, squash, string and Lima beans, are 
firm and will not be lower. All kinds of canned berries are firmer. Salmon 
is very firm. A good demand for all the better grades is reported. Cove 
oysters, lobsters, shrimp are firm, owing to scarcity. Sardines are about 
steady.—Grocers’ Criterion, 

St. Louis. 


Enormous receipts of new peas, corn and tomatoes are now arriving 
and are being distributed to the retail dealers who have contracted for 
‘‘futures.’? Tomatoes.—The market remains well and strongly established 
at $1.00 and $1.05 per dozen for standard Western No. 3’s for immediate 
delivery and at $1.00 and $1.02% for delivery out of the arrivals of new 
picking about October 1 next or sooner, The jobbing trade here has until 
the past week heen very conservative as to purchases of tomatoes at the 
advanced prices, but heavy local purchases have been reported in a few 
days past at a basis of 95c. delivered at Chicago for standard 3's until at this 
writing there are no offerings by Illinois, Indiana or Ohio canners at any 
price. Eastern tomatoes cannot, at prices prevailing in Delaware, New 
Jersey and Maryland, be laid down here for less than $1.02% to $1.05. 
Twos tomatoes are likely to attract some attention this season on account of 
their price, but it is thought that but few have been packed, for packers 
have been compelled to put all their available stock into 3's in order to fill 
contracts. Gallons are exceedingly scarce and are being grabbed for by 
the jobbers from every and any direction. The price of gallon tomatoes 
East has advanced to $3.00 a dozen, and the market in Chicago is now soar- 
ng around $3.00 to $3.50. In fact, every packer has his own price, and no 
two prices are alike. There are a few small lots of gallons here which have 
changed hands half a dozen times without ever having been moved from 
warehouse or dock. Deliveries ate being pretty well met by packers on 
contracts.

Not much activity is showing. Deliveries are continued of orders taken 
hy the jobbing trade. The feature of this week is the issuance of the new 
prices on corn and tomatoes, the former being 85c. for No. 1 group and 
82%c. for No. 2; tomatoes 95c. for No. 1 group and g2'sc. for No. 2 group. 
These prices have met with satisfaction on the part of the trade, and, de- 
spite the rumors that have been current during the past few days of the 
shortage of pack, jobbers anticipate receiving 100% deliveries. It is not 
expected that there will be any competition later on from American pack 
tomatoes, as was the case last year, as Baltimore and Jersey canners are 
asking 95c. and $1.00 for standard 3s. Salmon is quoted at firm prices, and 
the rumor that some cutting had been indulged in lately seems not to have 
received much credence. The shortage of the pack at the Coast would 
make the cutting of prices appear poor business. 


Toronto, Can. 

Fair activity has been manifest in all canned goods, old stocks are fast 
running out and new goods are being freely booked ahead. Canners’ new 
prices have come to hand during the week, and are quoted in detail fully 
revised. Tomatoes have opened 2oc. less than last season's opening, and 
are expected to rule firm at present prices. Corn is doubtful. Should early 
frost maké appearance, the situation would be seriously affected and higher 
prices would rule.—Canadian Grocer.

Salmon.—There is a good consumptive demand for Alaska, especially 
for forward delivery. The market for this article is, however, somewhat 
unsettled, owing principally to the pressure of the representatives of certain 
packers to obtain offers, and the ideas of these representatives seem to be 
lower than holders on the other side of the water are prepared to accept. 
British Columbia is very firm, both for flats and half-flats, with a higher 
tendency in the latter. Recent arrivals include the Teutonic, with 625 
cases; the Oanfa, with 2,129 cases; the Umbria, with 750 cases, and the 
Celtic, with 2,630 cases, all to Liverpool. A correspondent, described as 
an ‘independent authority,’’ writing in the Saw Francisco Grocer and 
Country Merchant, says: **The crash in price of red Alaska salmon has 
come. The Alaska Packers’ Association has finally realized the market 
condition, and met it as they should, atoning for their ‘ crime of 1903’ by 
making even a lower price than was expected, and creating a demand that 
will, within the next twelve months, clean up the surplus and put the industry 
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once more on a proper basis. At the present moment we don't think there 
is a food product more universally considered by both jobber, retailer and 
consumer, This means an enormous consumption and the introduction of 
the article as a standard food product where it was considered a luxury 
heretofore.’’ Lobsters are without any fresh feature, but the tone remains 
firm. The Gulf of Ancud has brought 5,061 cases and the Ulunda 1,752 
cases, the last named to Liverpool. Sardines.—Business has been quiet 
during the week, but there is no change to record in prices. News of a 
discouraging character continues to be received of the fishing both in 
France and Portugal, and the prices at presént ruling here are not only 
unremunerative to the Portuguese packers, but mean a loss to them. 
Amongst recent arrivals are the Malaga, with 5,355 cases, and the Nar- 
bonne, with 2,075 cases, the Dragut, with 1,108 cases, all to Liverpool; and 
the Le Morbihan, with 966 cases, and the M. B. Ismail, with 966 cases, 
both to Newhaven. Meats continue in good demand and a firm tone pre- 
vsils. Fruits and Pines are without any feature of interest, but the market 
is steady. The Hyson has brought 4,725 cases and the Oanfa 20,055 cases 
pines to Liverpool.

Salmon.—Demand for forward best grade goods continues very large, 
and immense sales for delivery ahead have been made. There is also more 
doing in Alaska on the spot. Sardines.—Been very active during last few 
days, as the country is apparently awakening to the fact that stocks in the 
United Kingdom are very light, especially in regard to good grocery stuff, 
Fruits.—Inclined to be quiet. Pineapples are a little more inquired for at 
current rates.Gvocers’ Gazette. 


German Beet Su gar. 


Vice-Consul Burrell, of Magdeburg, writes that experts who have 
recently inspected the sugar-beet-producing districts of Germany state that 
the prospects for the sugar yield are excellent. On account of this year's 
high sugar price considerable more land has been planted in sugar beets. 
Nevertheless, complaints are heard from all sides that the proportion of 
sugar in the beet is from 2 to 3 per cent. less than in former years. It is 
possible, however, that this reduction may disappear if the present dry 
weather with cool nights continues, so that, according to the opinion held 
here, Germany may count on a large yield of sugar. 

Much less land has been devoted to the cultivation of beet seed than 
was the case last vear, but the opinion seems to be general that an average 
harvest is to be expected. Some regions have suffered excessively from the 
severe weather this summer, and the extraordinarily fierce storms have de- 
stroyed in some places two-thirds of the plants. The development of the 
seed is good, and promises a high quality if it should not be injured by 
long-continuing rain. The harvest of tg04 was small on account of the 
great drought. This, together with the increase in the cultivation of the 
sugar beet this year, has practically cleared the entire stock, so that sugar- 
beet seed will be in demand this year, and it is asserted that the amount 
which will be produced will be entirely sold out. It is, indeed, doubtful if 
there will be enough to meet the demand.—Cousul Report.

THE ALL-IMPORTANT TOMATO. 


In the hurly burly of the rush of the packing season during 
the busy months of summer, occasionally some important things 
are overlooked and we feel it is our duty to call attention to at 
least one of these of importance at present. It has been common 
knowledge that the American continent has been threatened at 
Several points with yellow fever, and we are not altogether free 
from the impending danger at present. The main location, how- 
ever of the trouble, at New Orleans, has been the scene of a well- 
fought fight, mosquitoes holding the position of the Japanese in the 
conflict. - Meantime on the far edge of Europe the mutterings of 
cholera-stricken cities and places have caught the attention of the 
reading world, and even the quiet progress of the bubonic plague 
bobs up occasionally to let us know that it is still vivacious, and 
all these things, despite the energy of the Pure-Food Department 
of the American Government. Through all the remarks we 
have read concerning these troubles and the extraordinary 
amount of investigation that is given to food and other things, 
we have noticed that there has been only the advertising of the 
fault-finding campaign with what is produced, so as to make it 
seem injurious. But there is undoubtedly another side to this 
question, and the general health of the people and public r ight 
be considerably conserved by giving some attention to what 
would be beneficial in their diet, as well as protecting them from 
what might be injurious. 


The nocturnal bill of the mosquito probably has cost New 
Orleans an immense amount of money, brain-labor and business, 
but there is probably an antidote to the operations of the yellow 
fever germs, even if they never discovered it. We are of the 
opinion, and believe we have expressed it before, that a daily 
use of tomatoes as an antiscorbutic would go a long way towards 
removing from the blood the special condition upon which yellow 
fever germs feed. A healthful blood will not only repulse yel- 
low fever attacks, but will prevent cholera, bubonic plague and 
other plagues, including all the scrofulous diseases. It was said 
during the Southern War that onions were the salvation of the

army. It can as truly that canned tomatoes 
may yet be considered the salvation of the health of the people 
ing eneral. 


We are aware that'an immense quantity of this product is 
already consumed in America; we are also aware that it is within 
the period of fifty years that that their, use has at all become 
general, and seventy-five years ago they were considered either 
as a weed or an artificial plant. But today they are more a 
necessity on the table than many of the viands upon which pre- 
vious generations subsisted. 

It isa matter to be greatly regretted that Europe and Asia 
are so backward in appreciation of this vegetable, but it must be 
remembered that the tomato in itself is a South American pro- 
duct, and, whilst it is true that French cooks were the first to 
bring it into use, mainly as a flavoring article for soups, the pal- 
ate of a country generally follows in the direction of the proper 
productions of the soil of the country, and upon such an hy- 
pothesis we can suppose it to be natural that people born in 
America would give most favor to American vegetables. If we 
look, however, over the modern table, at least at the dining 
hour, the ancient days of eating have evidently disappeared. 

Take from the average table the world around the products 
that are of American derivation and there would be but little left 
but the bare boards. Sweet potatoes and white potatoes are 
American vegetables; maize in a small way did exist in some 
corners of Southern Europe and Asia, and can still be found 
upon the southern shore of Europe upon the Mediterranean sea; 
but, among the very many things, both of fruits and vegetables, 
for which Europe has to give us thanks, tomatoes are probably 
the latest to find a place upon the schedule. 

England has been -noted for her beef-eating qualities; the 
day 1s rapidly developing when not only England, but many 
other nations will have to give up eating beef as a daily article of 
diet, and find something to take its place. An_ intelligent 
Frenchman has pointed out the foolishness of feeding nutritious 
vegetables to the growing steer for the purpose of producing beef 
for human sustenance. He shows that the same vegetables fed 
to a human being would give equally good effects in flesh and 
health and strength as they give to the ox, and that, therefore, 
the creating, as it were, of beef by such processes is wasteful, in- 
jurious to health and costly. 


The same argument applies to all fresh meats, and comes as 
a corroboration of the theories of the vegetarian. It is possible 
that science may succeed in producing an artificial flesh of beef, 
mutton, etc., but we do not hesitate to say that science will give 
up the attempt as a foolish one when it finds how expensive is 
the process of converting vegetables into meat, because science 
must be sensible, if nothing else, as capital will quickly tell it 
there is no advantage in inventing anything that is simply to 
supply what is more costly and less valuable. 

It is in just this situation that the tomato of all vegetables 
steps into the circle of necessity. We do not offer this as an argu- 
ment to the capitalistic employer to enable him to feed his men 
on 1oc. per day, instead of $1.00, because consumers are of more 
value today than producers in the way of necessity; but for a 
matter of variation in his diet, of excellence towards health and 
of ease of obtaining, tomatoes take the first rank. They will ° 
serve either raw or cooked, often in lieu of beef; they will act in 
place of oysters, raw or stewed, and they are, of course,.a culti- 
vated taste, but it is a taste that grows rapidly, and serves to 
convey to the palate and the stomach that quantum of salt which 
they crave. 

Tomatoes, in a word, are probably the most important item 
of palatable diet for the table, at least of what we call the poor 
man’s. It must be remembered, however, that, as the progress 
of civilization tends more and more to level mankind and do 
away with caste and peculiarity, we are beginning to have more 
and more poor men in the light of comparison, and, after all, 
that is the only light we can have on the subject. 
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CORRESPONDENCE. 

BALTIMORE, September 23, 1905. 
Tomatoes.—The demand for tomatoes this week has been in some re- 
spects of a more satisfactory nature than at any time this season. Regular 
legitimate jobbing trade has been taking hold and is showing a disposition 
to come into the market. This is certainly a healthy indication. During 
the summer so far there has not been any trouble to sell tomatoes; in fact, 
the demand has usually been considerably greater than the supply. Pack- 
ers, however, have been the principal buyers. The conditions down here 
ate about the same as we have been reporting from week to week; they are 
not getting any better. Baltimore packers have paid more money for raw 
stock this week than at any time this season. Today raw stock brought as 
high as 82c. per bushel, and even this unusually high price only resulted 
in bringing in a comparatively small supply of tomatoes. A number of 
houses here are getting hardly enough stock to work. The weather condi- 
tions are just as perfect as they can be and it was hoped that possibly with 
good favorable weather a fair quantity of tomatoes would be forthcoming in 
spite of the reports coming up from the country. It looks now as though 
these reports were not exaggerated. The Peninsula packers seem in many 
cases to be about through for the season. 
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week; for instance, the No, 3 standard tomatoes quoted last week at goc. 
per dozen have been cleaned up. These goods were not the best standards, 
but were a pretty fair standard, and at the difference in price were taken 
hold of very readily. This resulted in packers selling enough to clean them 
out pretty thoroughly. At the moment we do not know of any No. 3 
standard tomatoes which can be bought at less than 95c. per dozen. At 
this price, however, we are buying some excellent goods. 

Corn.—Good trades in Maryland corn are easily obtainable this season. 
We believe there is a chance to buy corn of any grade to better advantage 
in this State this season than most anywhere else. 

The corn season here is pretty well over. In Harford county the pack 
was not as large as anticipated, though in Western Maryland there was an 
excellent pack. 

Lima Beans.—Considering the size of the pack of Lima beans in this 
section this season, they are not attracting the attention which might 
reasonably be expected. It looks as though this season will show the 
shortest pack of Lima beans we have ever had in Maryland. In spite of 
this fact, however, we can buy a few good brands of No. 2 standard green 
Lima -beans at goc. per dozen, regular, f. o. b. Baltimore.

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Succotash.—Succotash is being affected by the shortage in Lima beans. 
This applies to the standard succotash, in which green Limas are used. 

Sauerkraut.—The market is steadily improving. We are quoting today 
No. 3 standard sauerkraut at 6233c per dozen, less 14%, f 0. b. Baltimore. 
Unless there is a very material change in the market on kraut in barrels, 
prices on the canned article will have to go higher. Packers say that the 
prices they are paying for barrel kraut mean that they will have to get 
about joc, to 75c. per dozen for the canned article. The quantity quoted at 
62'%c. per dozen is not large. 

Berries.— No. 2 standard strawberries in water, 1905 packing, are get- 
ting to be a very scarce article. We can buy a few good brands at 60c. per 
dozen, regular, f. o. b. Baltimore, but they are not plentiful. The same re- 
marks might be made about blackberries, gooseberries, red cherries; all of 
these lines are held in very light supply in Baltimore. It is true, the de- 
mand for them so far this summer has not been particularly heavy, but a 
very moderate demand would clean out the light stocks here and would re- 
sult in all probability in causing some advance in prices. 

Spinach.—Spot spinach is in excellent demand, gallons are cleaned out, 

Peas.—Standard peas are held in light supply. There is an excellent 
demand for them. We can still buy a few lots of good standard peas at 65c. 
per dozen, either under packers’ labels or for buyers’ private labels. 

Tomato Soup.—We have had an unusually brisk demand for No. 1 
tomato pulp or soup during the past week or ten days. The high cost of 
tomatoes this year is affecting the price of these goods. 

String Beans.--The Baltimore market is now 47 zc.

Now that the canning season is practically over, 
packers can see what they really have to work with and, therefore, can act 
more intelligently in the premises. The Association again quotes as fol- 
lows: 2'3-lb. Yellow Frees seconds, $1.15; water, $1.10; pie, $1.05; 3-Ib. 
lemon clings extra, $2.50; seconds,-2%-lb., $1.30; 3-lb. White Heaths 
extras, $2.50; extras 2'%-lb., $1.85; extra standards, $1.60, and the same 
sliced. The Association also announces the following advances: Apricots, 
gallons extra, $3.75; extra standard, $3.50; pie, $2.15; blackberries, gallon 
extra standard, $3.75; standard, $3.50. The following are withdrawn en- 
tirely: Extra standard 2%-lb.

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around Baltimore. It is said that most of such business is declined owing 
to the fact that our packers are heavily sold. They consider the low grades 
as a by-product and have no desire to increase the pack. Canners state 
that, contrary to their expectations of a few weeks ago, they will be able to 
make full deliveries in all lines of fruit. As previously advised, our export 
demand is unusually light, and not for some years have we received such 
small orders from the United Kingdom. The ship Fingal sailed last week 
with 82,000 cases of canned goods destined for Liverpool and will be followed 
this week by the Alsterdam with a similar sized shipment for London. 
Two more ships will load here for the last-named port and two or three for 
Liverpool and that will be all for this season. Figures are now available 
from which we learn that during the twelve months elapsing between July 
I, 1904, and July 1, 1905, there were shipped from the port of San Fran- 
cisco via steamer and sailing vessel some 761,617 cases of canned fruit as 
against 707,698 cases during a similar period in 1903-04, thereby showing an 
increase. of over 50,000 cases in one year. Out of the 761,617 cases shipped 
in 1904-05, some 571,947 cases went to Europe, showing that five-sevenths 
went into consumption in that part of the world, against two-sevenths to 
the rest of the globe. Some cases were shipped to Mexico, Central Amer- 
ica, South America, Hawaii, Pacific Islands, Philippines, Japan, China, the 
Far East, Australasia, Liberia, South Africa and Alaska. So it appears that 
California canned goods are to be had almost any place on the face of the 
earth. 

So far as the tomato situation is concerned, the most interesting devel- 
opments have taken place since my last letter. The California Fruit Can- 
ners’ Association withdrew its prices some days ago, and its action was 
emulated by the rest of the packers. The demand from the Middle West 
still continues heavy and nibbles from the Eastern States have been re- 
ceived. These facts, together with the possibility of rains during the pick- 
ing season now on, made packers a little careful in what they sold and 
raised their ideas as to prices. Standards are worth all of 8oc. or 85c., with 
a grave doubt whether they could be secured at the last-named price. The 
new pack of Blue Lake string beans has arrived from Lake county. There 
are only about fifty acres of bottom land on which these beans are raised, 
but they beat the world in flavor and quality, and it is only because of the 
limited acreage that these goods are not more widely known. There is no 
more room left in the little valley where they grow or more would be 
packed. Several Eastern packers have secured several bushels of the seed 
and tried to imitate the goods, but it mod be =— and the land, because

Sanitary Cans and Sanitary ‘‘Enamel’’ Cans. 


Not content with making Sanitary Cans in a commercial way for the 
canners at large, as the regular can maker does, and to an extent that is 
simply wonderful considering the short time the plant has been in opera- 
tion, (since the February Convention), the Sanitary Can Company, of Fair- 
port, N. Y., got out in time for this year’s pack an ‘‘Enamel’’ can, as they 
term it, having the inside coated or enameled so as to prevent acetic action 
of goods upon the tin. They are thus virtually producing a doubly sani- 
tary can, the original can being made without solder or acids, and the inside 
of the can so constructed that the contents are in no way injured in color or 
taste by contact with the tin. 

Mr. George Cobb writes us that they have been compelled to 
make a large addition to their new plant, and are now manufacturing over 
300,000 sanitary cans per day, in order to supply the demand of more than 
15 factories in New York State alone that are using this style can. Millions 
of these cans have been used this season by packers in New York, New 
Jersey, Ohio, and elsewhere, and one user writes: ‘‘ Everything seems to be 
going fine on tomatoes—no swells, better than the old kind of cans.’’ Mr. 
Cobb remarks: ‘‘We do not think we overestate facts when we say we 
believe 75% of the gallon Apples packed in New York State this fall will go 
into our Sanitary Cans.’’ Such rapid growth, and widespread use means 
that they have demonstrated that the Sanitary Can is a practical can in 
every sense of the word. 

The Enamel Can above referred to, is affected neither by heat of pro- 
cessing nor fruit acids. They are about to erect a large factory at Fairport 
in connection with the present plant, and will then do their own enameling. 
We have had samples of beets, packed in the enamel can by an Ohio packer, 
without any coloring or other substance, and they turned out beautifully, 
the color well maintained and the flavor in no way impaired. The beets 
did not appear to be the best of qnality, were not of uniform size, and were 
not of the best stock, but no complaint could be made of the color of either 
the flesh or the liquor, and this, as all canners know who ever put up a 
beet, is a most difficult thing—an impossible thing to maintain in the ordin- 
ary can, 

We likewise examined samples of red raspberries, packed in both water 
and syrup in these enamel cans, and compared them with the same goods 
in the ordinary can, and the difference was most striking. The raspberries 
packed in water in the regular can, turned out, as all know them to do, a 
yellowish-white berry with purple liquor; whereas those in the enamel can 
were a clear, natural red, the berries whole and solid. In the goods 
packed in syrup, the difference was not so marked, but still was apparent, 
except in a can of the same berries, packed in the same way in every re- 
spect, under the same brand as the above, but put up in 1904, which were 
very dark, looking in comparison with the others as if they were black rasp- 
berries or even blackberries.

WEEK ENDING MONDAY, SEPTEMBER 25, 1905. 
GENERAL SUMMARY. 

The temperature during the week ending September 25 was favorable 
throughout the country, being nearly everywhere above the normal. Rains 
caused some damage in portions of the Missouri and Upper Mississippi 
Valleys, while a considerable part of the South Atlantic and Gulf States is 
in need of rain. Damaging frosts occurred in the Middle Rocky Mountain 
regions and light frosts, with little or no injury, in portions of the Lower 
Lake region and interior of the Middle Atlantic States. 

Except in limited portions of the Missouri Valley, corn has experi- 
enced a week of conditions highly favorable for maturing the crop, from 
75 to 90% of which is now safe from frost; the remainder will require only 
about a week of favorable weather. In Nebraska considerable corn has 
been blown down by high wind, but this will only make harvesting more 
dificult, without reducing the yield. Some corn in shock in Kansas has 
been damaged by moisture, due largely to rains of the previous week. 


SPECIAL TELEGRAPHIC REPORTS, 

New England.—Boston: Weather favorable for maturing crops; pre- 
cipitation more than ample; temperatures moderate; no damaging frosts; 
corn matured rapidly and is generally safe from frosts; apples poor, other 
fruit fair; some rotting of peaches. 

New York.—Ithaca: Farm work delayed by rains in east-central por- 
tion, elsewhere weather very favorable; corn cutting progressing rapidly; 
cabbages good; fruit being picked; apples poor; peaches and grapes plenti- 
ful; pears and quinces fair. 

New Jersey.—Atlantic City: First half of week cloudy, with geneaal 
rain 21st, heavy in north portion, last half of week favorable for maturing 
late truck crops; late corn still green in places, early mostly in shock. 

* Pennsylvania.—Philadelphia: Conditions favorable for maturing crops 
latter part of week; corn cutting progresssing and the late crop is nearly 
safe from frost; gardez truck plentiful; apples scarce; peaches and pears 
ripe, fair crops. 

Missouri.—Columbia: Weather favorable for maturing crops; bulk of 
corn made, some molding in shock, reported damage by recent winds and 
fioods corroborated by later reports; late corn ripening rapidly. 

Illinois.—Springfield: Showers in western counties rgth, dry, with 
warm sunshine remainder of week; ideal for corn, which is three-fourths 
safe in north, elsewhere very little not mature; apples continue to fall. 


satisfactorily, crop heavy, cutting in progress; tomatoes ripening slowly, 
light crop promised; peaches and pears fair crops; apples light. 

West Virginia.—Parkersburg; Weather very favorable; corn cutting 
nearing completion, average crop; light frost in northern section. 

Ohio.—Columbus: Weather favorable; light frost in west, but little 
damage; corn cutting general, bulk safe from frost, crop good; apples very 
poor. 

Michigan.—Grand Rapids: Weather generally favorable; most of corn 
crop well eared, fully matured and mostly in shock; beans mostly well se- 
cured and yielding well; apples scarce. 


Wisconsin.—Milwaukee: Soil in excellent condition for fall plowing; 


corn crop matured; apples very poor. 

Minnesota.—Minneapolis; Good corn crop safe from frost and much 
already cut. 

Iowa.—Des Moines: Heavy showers on the 18th, causing some local 
damage; balance of week ideal weather for ripening corn, of which 85 to 
go% is now safe, rest needs about a week of normal weather; apple c1op 
very poor. 

California.—San Francisco: Grapes and raisins slightly damaged by 
rain in some sections, raisins in San Joaquin Valley ready for sweat-boxes, 
crop excellent; fruits excellent, crop probably very large; apples heavy.

The air was clear and 
dry during the last half of the week. 

Crops.—The work of canning sweet corn is about over. 

Fruits.—The apple crop is quite large, in places better than expected, 
but warm, damp weather at the beginning of the week caused early ripen- 
ing of some varieties of winter apples and some loss by dropping from the 
trees. Some fall apples have been gathered, Pears are of fine quality.
